Continuation of 2. NOTE: The language "only on of the first" In new claims 38 and 39 is unclear in meaning. Applicant argues in the 
remarks that the language "only one of the first" distinguishes new claims 38 and 39, but this language in not being claimed. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: there is motivation to modify Korsgaard as the 
reference teaches that the capacity of the middle absorption layer is dependent on the peak amount of water to be absorbed before it can 
be diffused into the Inside of the house (page 4, lines 1 5-20 of Korsgaard). Use of a variable resistance layer next to the inside of the 
house would allow greater diffusion of water inward during high humidity conditions and lower the amount of peak absorbent capacity 
needed for the middle layer of Korsgard, thus allowing less material to be used and a thinner composite produced . 
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
